13 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
14 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

15 Article - Business Regulation
16 19-103.

17 (A) A PERSON WHO OPERATES A RESTAURANT THAT OFFERS REGULAR SOFT
18 DRINKS OR SUGAR-FREE SOFT DRINKS FOR CONSUMPTION SHALL OFFER
19 CAFFEINE-FREE, SUGAR-FREE SOFT DRINKS.

20 (B) A PERSON WHO VIOLATES THIS SECTION ISGUILTY OF A MISDEMEANOR
21 AND ON CONVICTION IS SUBJECT TO A PENALTY NOT EXCEEDING $500.

22 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
23 October 1, 2002.
